Judge Pritchard Reverses Lower
Court in Nin¿ty-six-Town¬

ship Cases.

AN. INTERESTING QUESTION

Opinions Delivered in Two Other
Cases, Both Reversing

Lower Court.

The United States Circuit Court of Ap¬
peals convened to-day for a session of

ten days in this city, after which It will

go to Asheville, N. C, for a ten daye' ses¬

sion there. Cases affecting the States of

Virginia. Maryland and West Virginia
will be argued In this city, and those nt-

fectlns the people of the Carolinas will
be heard at Asheville, whore tho summer

climate Is particularly fine and conducive
to work. As usunl the court signalized
Its semi-annual assembling by handing
down opinions In several cases, and It Is
understood that others will be delivered
later during the term.
Circuit Judge Jeter C. Pritchard, of

.North Carolina, wroto the opinion of
the court In all three of the cases de¬
cided, and In each case the opinion was

¡? reversal of the trial court. One of the
most Interesting cases decided was that
Of S. KHon Folsom, et al., plain Uffs In
error, va. Greenwood county, S. C, de¬
fendant In error, from the Circuit Court
at Charleston. In this case tho plaintiff
sued the county of Groenwood on certain
defaulted bonds of the defunct township
of Ninety-Six, in South Carolina. After
the bonds wero Issued and the debt con¬

tracted the township was as'a result of
a chanee In tho county Uno merged Into
Greenwood county, and the charter of the
township was repealed. This left a ques¬
tion as to responsibility for payment ot
the bonds. The trial court decided that
the county of Greenwood was not re¬

sponsible. Tho opinion of tho Appellato
Court delivered yesterday reverses this
decision and remands the cause.
